Some more opinions: ‘“The jliney will soon
dlsappear to be replaced by an ‘autemobile ex-
pross’—cars bullt especially for city-passenger

"It I8 not Inconcelvable that the tractlon in-
terests will find the motor bus a valuable fac-
tor in solving the problems both of congestion
and of tapping districts not served whieh for
reasons of expense, sireat regulations or other
wigs, cannot be reached by tracks.'

“Tbe Standard Ol Company is still in the
business of selling gasoline,” It Is of con-
nlderable Interest that a chemist in the Bureau
of Mines has found the Jitney brand of gaso-
line—for by his now process 200 per cent, more
gusaline can ba obtained from n gallon of
petroleuwmn than by any of the previousty utilized
processen.

The old theory that a business oxists for
Its owners |8 going the way of the theory
that a people exista for its king., George V,
in his proclamations, still talks of “my peo-
ple” ns gome men talk of “my business," but
overy one Knows thot it (s an empty flotlon.
It Is no great prophecy to say that in a fow
vears “my business" will seem Jjust as anti-
quated o phrase, The best clue to the con-
dition of business I8 to recognizo that within
it the same forces are at work which have
transformed citles and estates from crown
colonies and dependencles into more or less
self-governing members of a national feder-
atlon. Thess new democratic experiments
are often lgnorant, somatimes corrupt; they
are oasily betruyed; they shun the expert
und they fear power,

You cannot have an industrial system go-
ing in one direction and o political system
going In another, Either they must rein-
forco esach other or they will destroy one
another, Business and politica are so closs
together they cannot live on two contradic-
tory principles. We sometimes forget the
nbsurdity of that contradiction. All the year
long & man miy work In u factory and if he
criticlses the boss he I8 fAired. On ono Tues-
day In November ha helps to declde the hir-
ing and firing of the President of tha United
BStutes.

What Is in the Pork Barrels

There Is a disilluslonizing account of pen-
sion-grabbing methods by Burton Hendrick
in the World's Work (2), which accounts for
what becomes of & share of our taxes:
